“And is it not a facet that the bulk 
of the colic cases occur in the nign. 
£? The cxplanation is, we think, 
4rtly that tne berse cuts more at 
night ae a rule. having plenty of time 
une abundarce of fodder before him, 
and purtiv that he ix not exercising.

curity Mutual of Binghamton — the 
four purely mutual Ife insurance ‘com- 
panies incorporated under the laws of 
this state. It doex not affect the Equit- 
able Life Assurance Society, which is 
2 stock company. 

In approving the bill, Governor Hig- 
éins tiled a memorandum in which, af- 
ter summarizing the provisions of the 
di, he saya: 

Few Have Been Leyal. 

“The bill is a useful one. It takes 
the control of certain companies from 
the present boards of directors, mem- 
bers of which have been discredited 
by the poor account given on thee 
stewardship to the investigating com- 
mittee. Some were careleas, some sel- 
fish, and few proved so loyal te the 
interests of pollcyholders as to Justify 
thelr being continued tn office, except 
by the exercise of the enlightened 
franchises of such pollcyhoklers. 

“On the other hand, the policyhoiders 
must now act with.calmness and Intel- 
Ngence, lest thelr last condition be 
werst than their first; lest under the 
new regime an anxious and hungry 
horde of adventurers, of self-quaran- 
teed integrity, obtain, by loud assur- 
ances of good will, the misplaced con- 
fidence of thése who blindly seck refuge 
from existing evits, 

Boware of Proxies. 

“The bill provides that no prezy ex- 
ecuted prior to Sept. 15, 1906, shall be 
valid. Each policyholder affected by 
this act should think carefully and en- 
quire cautlously into the motives of 
those whe solicit his vote, before giv- 
ing his proxy. Organization fs inevit- 
able. but the control of the companter 
should pass to wise and conservative 
financiers, and not to energetlc and 
plausible promoters.” =

PUMICE STONE. 


The Best Quality Comes From the Is- 
land of Lipart, 

We often hear it remarked, and par- 
Ucularly after the eruption of a volca- 
no, that pumice stone ought to be plen- 
tiful and cheap, as quuntitics must 
have been ejected during the volcanic 
disturbance. As a matter of fact, bow- 
. ever, none of the white stone In geu- 
erat use is obtained from active volca- 
Does. It comes from the deposits of the 
article discovered in one or two quar 
ters of the globe, the best of which is 
at present to be found In the Island of 
Lipari, situated in the Tyrrhenian sea. 
The island is mountainous in character 
and consists of tuffs and luvas and of 
highly siliceous rolcanic products. The 
district where the stone is found is 
called Campo Blanco or Monte Petalo, 
100 feet above the level of the sea, 

After riding a considerable distance, 
partly along precipitous paths suff.

partly through vineyards and over 
grassy plains, one almost comes sud- 
denly upon a seemingly snow clad val- 
ley, inclosed by hills also quite white, 
and the whole glaringly bright on a 
sunny day.

PINEAPPLES. 


‘The Way They Grow and Hew the 
Miants Reprodace. 
Pineapples do not grow on trees. Im- 
agine a plant four feet in extreme 
Leight from the ground to the tip of 
leavex, A single stalk at the surface, 
but dividing at once Into swordlike 
blades or leaves, fifteen In number, 
from the center of which appears a 
sti, upright stem, ut the top of which 
is the fruit. This stein ts short, and the 
crown of the fruit when fully grown 
“is_s foot or more below the points of 
the leaves. At tbo end of a year and 
a half from planting each plaut pro 
doces 2 single fruit, eren on o cabbage 
Plant produces a single head, But the 
pinezpple docs not die after fruiting 
Down on fhe stem below the 
frnit and among the long. narrow 
leaves a eucker appears, If sllowed to 
remain this will eoon become the head 
of the plant, and within another year 
It will yleld another trait. This process 
tay go on for a term of years. In the 
meantime, however, other suckers will 
make their appearance,

‘That In Voce Iu Great Britain and the 

: United states, ‘ 

The yard ts the British and American 
standard of length.» Down to 1874 the 
original standard of Britain, from 
which ours was copied, was a rod, 
which had been deposited in the court 
of exchequer, London, In the time of 
Queen ‘Elizabeth. In thoso days all 
measures Intended. for general use 
were taken to the court of exchequer 
to be examined by the prwper officer. 
That official took the proposed meas- 
ure and placed it parallel with the 
standard and if: found correct placed 
certain marks of identification upon it. 
By an act of parliament in 1824 tho 
old Elizabethan standard was super- 
seded by another, which bad been con- 
structed under the directions of the 
Royal society sixty-four years previ- 
ous, This act provided that “the 
straight ne of distance between the 
centers of two points In the cold studs 
in the brass rod now In the custody of 
the clerk of the bouse of commons 
shall be. the genuine standard of the 
yard measure In Great Britain.” The 
act furtber provided that the measure- 
ments of the rod must be inade when 
the temperature of the brass was at 2 
decrees F, 

The standard was destroyed by fire 
in 1844, and the commission appointed 
to replace it made the yard measure 
now in use. The new standart was de- 
posited In the house of parliament in 
1855, and authenticated copies of it 
fre In the possession of our foverp- 
ment olficlala at Washington, 








THE DEAD SEA. 


Work of the Salt Divers In This Dee- 
olate Waste. 

The awful desolation of the Dead 
sca, which les nearly 1,300 fect below 
the level of the Mediterranean, Is bro- 
ken here and there by the salt divers, 
whose work is probably as ancient as 
the human race itself, 

From remotest antiquity the salt of 
the Dead sea has been collected and 
taken tothe Jerusalem market, where 
it is used for curing hides and for do- 
mestic purposes, Dend sea water con- 
tains over 25 per cent of solid sub- 
stances, of which 7 per cent is chloride 
of sodium, or common salt. 

The Dead sea contains no living crea- 
ture. Sea fish put into its waters specd- 
ily die. Not a single boat navigates Its 
strange waters, nor is there auy sign 
of Ufc, save the isolated partles of salt 
divers, who scrape and slowly amuas 
their glistening heaps of crystal oear 
the mouth of the Jordan,

The velocity with which solar storms 
move {s very great. and they sometimes 
extend over a space several times as_ 
large as the whole of the earth's sur

“Tariff” has an Interesting origin. ‘Tl 
is derived fromthe Arabic ta rifa

Birch Bark Shoes, 

Shoes and other articles besides bas- 
kets and cabinets are manufactured 
from birch bark by the Russian peas- 
antry. The bark from which these ar- 
ticles are made Is from the inner skin 
of the Russian birch tree, common In 
almost all parts of the empire. It is 
gathered spring and fall, and the Proc. 

An incision Is 
first made around the trunk of. the 
tree, and the peasants have a knack of 
tearing or unwinding the bark from 
the starting point, which gives them a 
strip of even width that they wind 
luto a ball and keep through the win- 
ter until it is dry enough to use.

SPEED OF INSECTS. 
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| A Common House Fly Travels a Mite 


im Thirty-three Seconds, 

It Is the popular belief that the flight 
of the birds 14 much swifter than that 
of the Insects, but a number of natural- 
ists whe have been making a’study of 
the matter think that such is not the 
case, ms 

A common house Oy, for example, is 
not very rapki In its fight, but its 
wings make 800 beats a second and 
wend it through the air twenty-five feet, 
under ordinary circumstances, In that 
space of time. When the Insect fs 
alarmed; however, It has been found 
that it can increase Its rate of xpeed by 
over 1600 feet per second. if It could 
continue such mpld filght for a mile in 
a straight lMne, i¢ would cover that «dis. 
tance Jn exactly thirty-three seconds, 

It is not an uncommon thing when 
traveling by rail in the summer time to 
see a bee of wasp keeping up with the 
train and trying to get In et one of the 
windows.

LAUNORY LINES. 


Calico dresses should be soaked in 
strong salt water for nn hour before 
wathing, so 14 to sct the color. 

If a cup of thin boiled starch is put 
in balf n tud of rinuslug water for tuble 
Nuen and handkerebiefs they will be 
greatly improved In appearance. 

Tie a lump of arrowroot in a thick 
cotton cloth and boll ft with the fue 
white pleccs to give them a dainty 
olor more delizhtful than from sachet 
powder. 

To prevent goods from fading drop 
into 2 pail of water a -teaspoonful of 
lead acctate and fet ft Mssolve. ‘Soak 
the goods fn this mixture for half an 
hour before washing them In tho or- 
dinary manocr. 

Colored glughams should be waxbed 
through thin starch water, without any 
soap, and then rinsed in soft cold wa- 
ter and hung to dry in a shady place, 
as fow colors can stand to be exposed 
to the sun while damp. 





A Pretty Basket, 

There are many pretty aod useful 
thlogs that can be made with a crochet 
hook and 2 ball’of common twine. Bas- 
keta may be made In bag shape, then 
starched and shaped over a suitable 
dish/Tre Cish must be slightly greased 
before stretching the bag over it, su 
that It will come off readily ofter It ts 
dry. Two each varnish will be need- 
ed after it is stiffened with starch. By 
mixing a little: bronze palnt and some 
turpentine with the last coat of varnish’ 
a very pretty “basket Is secured. Shel- 
Jac yarnlsh should be used with the 
paints, and gold or silver paint may be 
used Instead of the bronze If preferred. 





Whitening the Teeth. 

The teeth are Improved by the use 
of salt. Rubbed wet when the mouth 
Is stained with fruit It will bleach per 
fectly.. Rubbed In once a day with’ g | 
brush {t is a tonic and antiseptic, nnd 
combined with peroxide it makes 2 
powerful bleach. This ls done by wet- 
ting a brush with a few drops of pers 
oxide of hydrogen and then dipping it 
{nto the salt. ‘This will havo a most 
Pronounced effect upon yellow tecth, 
whitening them noticeably, but it 
should not be used oftener than once 
in ten days or the enamel will be in- 
Sured. 








Tender Feet. 

A good bath for tender, feet Is com- 
posed of five quarts of bot water, 200 
grams of boric acid and five grains of 
tannin. The fect should be soaked in 
this bath for ten minutes, Dry thor- 
oughly. If your feet are sore after a 
long walk or vigorous exercise, mas- 
sage them with olive oll, They respond 
to care very quickly. If your fect swell 
from long standing, dissolve one ounce 
of alum, two ounces of rock salt anu 
two ounces of berex In the bath.

CHRIS. STONG, HUNTER. 





Famous Coon Hynter Who Recently 
Met Tragic End. | 


On the day he had cohbcluded to quit 
coon hunting after a last try Chria 
Stong. York's most successful coon 
hunter, fell from a tree fitty feet and 
was instantancously killed. 

Christlan Albert Stong, who was 43 
Years of age, was born in Vaughan 
Township, In which he was raised by 
his uncle, with whom he Mved until he 
was 9 years of age, Then he went to 
live with his grandfather, a farmer, and 
worked for him until the latter's death, 
spent eight or ten years ago. Chris 

‘as @ good hand at the work, but his 
real inclinations were always toward 
sports; he was quite an athlete and 
took part in several races besides rid- 
ing horses pt races, 

Decedted wis known far and wide 
as a hunter of coons, in which pursuit 
he professionally “started after his 
grandfather's death. Some elght years 
ago he met with a serious accident, 
which folks thought would end fatally. 
He had mounted a tree some 60 feet 
high, and was chopping a coon out with 
an axe, which slipped, with the result 


‘that Stong missed bis hold and-feil to 


the ground, sustaining Internal injuri 
and it {a said that he had never eae 
the same man since. . 

He married twice and leaves a 
widow and three children, the eldest 
of whom. a boy, aged 23, Is in the 
Northwest. Deceased had a wide cirele 
of friends and was much liked, 

Chris Stong, during the 20) years in 
which he hunted coons, is estimated ta 
have captured something Ike 2,500 
coons) He was known for unerring 
inetinet In detecting thefr hiding places 
and few eseap;d him. His firat pro- 
ceeding was to look for claw markx, 

Ills method of climbing trees was 
pecullar and effective. As a young 
man, he worked for a telephone com- 
pany @s & pele climber, and he used 
the same means, his boots beIng equip. 
ped with spurs and a rcpe attached to! 
his waist belt, going around the tree! 
trunk, the rope bring also attached to! 
shoulder harness that he wore. It e@:) 
said by those who watched him that 
he was almost able to walk up a tree. 

For use In dealing with his quarry ho 
Carried # brace of revolvers, a hatchet 
and ether tools. As he went up his 
experience was such thet he could tell 
by the sound of the spur just where 
the hollow In the tree began, and could 
cut a hole in the exact place te locate 
the coon or coons. Then ho might 
elther thrust his hand Into the hole 
and relze a coon to throw down to the 
walting dog, or lower into the hollow 
from the hole above used dy the coon 
to go In and out, a plece of stick tied 
in the middie by a length of rope. 

Aroused “by the obfect bobbing 
among them, the coons would begin to 
scramble about, When the hunter felt 
the weight of one of them reating upon 
the stick he would begin to pull’ and 
force the coon to climb. On getting 
bim on the top the hunter would elther 
4owpatch the coon with a revolver or 
seize him and throw him to the 
ground. By the use of his methods he 
heg sccured as many as elght of the 
fame animals, some of which weigh 
43 pounds and over, In a single haul. 

Chris. Stong waa sometimes criticiz- 
ed for what was termed his butchery of 
coons, but he always held that the coon 
Was a pest, killing poultry and ravag- 
ing «rain In field and granary. The 
Pursuit was a profitable one toh from 
the money view, as he was able to se- 
cure good returns for the pelts, which 
had been averaging in value over $2. 

Among the points in his record wae 
the cuptuge-of 187 coons in the winter 
of 1902-3. In 1904, at Sharon, he too! 
34 coons In 11-2 hours, hia greatest 
achlevement for quick work,

Question thorouchly,:and to-day ‘usury 
and its evils are not ro gencral as they 
at one time were. The fret principle 
of the British law Ia registration. Every 
perron who makes moncy-lending a 
Dusiness must register az such in t 
Inland Revenue Office, and must trade 
under-the firm name by which he fs 
registered. This gives’ the law @ grip 
upon the lenders, for without registra- 
tion the business cannot be followed. 
Any person doing business with a 
money-lending firm is entitled to re- 
celve a copy of every document or s¢- 
curity relating to the loan. Thus, there 
can be no secrecy and n> misunderstood 
arreement. There {x a fine of 3500 for 
the first violation of this part of the 
law and imprisonment for three months 
for a sccond offence. 
Precautions Against Fraud. 

While the money’-Iender can be fined 
or finprisoned for falling to register or 
for neglecting to give the borrower the 
papers that are called for, he is sub- 
fect to heavier penalties for misrepre- 
sentation. If by any false promise or 
statcment he induces any person to 
borrow money he Is gullty of a misde- 
meanor and Ss liable (0 two years’ 
imprisonment or to a fine of $3,500. 
This clause renders the offering of 
false inducements to borrow a very 
hazardous business. Anbdther provision 
tenders the collection of usurious rates 
from an infant or from a person’ who 
ian under age impossible. The money- 
lender has to prove that he had reason 
to delleve that his customer was of age 
when the money was loaned In order 
tv collect. This provision makes dim- 
cult the drawing of young people Into 
the meshes of the foan shark. But the 
strongest protection the public have lies 
in the authority given to.the judge, 
when a debtor is sued, to reduce the 
charges and the intereat; if he thinks 
proper so to do, 

High Rates Cut Down. 

Whenever the money-lender sues to 
recover money which he has Jent and 
the’ court Is satisfied that tho Interest 
echurged is excessive or that the 
amount charged for .expenscs, fines, 
bonuses, and so on, is too high, or that 
the transaction is “harsh and uncon- 
sclonable.” the coMrt. can reopen the 
trunsactlon and award, In splte of the 
contract, what fs falre The Judge may 
wipe out the debt, if ho thinks enough 
money has already been paid. He may 
even order the creditor to refund t6 the 
debtor whatever sum'‘he regards as an 
overpayment, Under this statute the 
man who chargers a ra}eMat ts usur- 
fous will not go Into ¢¢urt Jf he is not 
registered, for that would render him 
Mable to a fine, and he certainly will 
not try'to recover an unjust debt, even 
if registered, for it may happen that 
the court will turn the tables upoa him 
and make him the debtor of the man 
he 1s suing. This is strong Iegiviation. 
it Certainly renders the operations of 
the unfalr lender dificult, 

While the British Act gives this rem- 
edy for the evil, there {js another that 
has been tried elsewhere, namely, the 
opening of loan offices for tho distress- 
ed. \Wealthy people across the linc hava 
formed ttle companics for the advanc- 
Ing of nioney to avorthy people at low 
rates of interest, ‘The result has been 
tellef where needed and n> floss to the 
persons who have Invested in these 
benevolent schemes.

WHENCE NAMES COME 


THE SURPRISING CHANGES THAT 
TIME HAS WROUGHT. ‘ 


Whe Wovld Think, For Instance, 
That the Name Thomas Whiteho: 

+ Originally Indicated “Thomas 
the Sign of the White Herset” 


' Considering the surprising changes 
that many names hare undergone, says 
Laura Alton Payne In the Ibdo- 
pendent, the almost universal Inck of 
knowledge concerning their origin Is 
not to be wondered at. What is there 
in “Peter Snooks" to suggest to the 
uninitiated that originally it was “Pe- 
ter at the Seren Oaks?’ Though 
“Thomas Whitehorse”. suggests © the 
American Indian custom in names, 
originally {¢ was “Thomas at the White 
Horee,” or “Thomas at the Sign of ‘the 
White Horse” (a tavern). . Sidney Is a 
corruption of St. Denys, Sinclair of St. 
Clair, Seymour of St. Maur,- Janeway 
of Genoa, Curtis of “courteous,” Armi- 
tage of “hermitage,” Spark of Sparrow- 
hawk, Esoerson and “America had the 
samo origin—Alimeric, on old Norman 
namé, Amerigo being the Italianized 
form, ‘ Tas 

Names, like things, are not always 
what they seem, -Decers.and Berry are 
not “beers” and “berry,” but 2 corrup- 
tion of “borough,” often written 
“bury” and “bery.” q 

In the beginning a sligle pergonal 
Same sufficed. For awhile no two per- 
gous bore the same name, but as a 
stock of names accumulated repe 
tions became common, and as the pop- 
olation of the world increased distinc 
tive names bocqme necessury; hence 
wwe read of Baptist and Jobn 
the Disciple, Darius Hystaspis and Al- 
exander the Great, Josbua, son of Nun, 
and Simon Barjonas—“Simou, son of 
Jonas’ 

Surnames were first used in France, 
becoming general there during the Iat- 
ter part of the tenth or the fore part of 
the eleventh century. They were 
hereditarily to some exten}, however, 
Prior to that time. They were intro 
duced into England at the Norman 
conquest In tho’ year 1006, but {t re- 
quired two or three centuries to‘estab- 
Ush the body of our nomenciature on 
a fixed basis. Doring that time gur- 
names became general throughout the 
British isles except In Wales, in some 
Parts of which they are unknown to 
this day. z 

Surnames are now «eneral in all 
clvillzed countries, I believe, except 
Turkey, In England alone there are 
from 40,000 to 50,000 existing sur- 
names, 

Surnames have been drawn from ev- 
ery available source—personal names, 
location, occupation, decds of prowess, 
mental, moral and physical attributes, 
terms of relationship, the human body, 
farm and household articles, buildings, 
foods and drinks, modes of travel, na- 
tions and laws, customs and religions, 
Keograpbical terms, weather and sea- 
sons, months and -days, measures and 
values, the joys and {ils of life, the 
animal, mineral and ‘vegetable king: 
dom and even from tho kingdom of 
bearen.. The use of nicknames and 
cowpound terms gate an almost m- 
exhaustible source, Even oaths be- 
came embodicd, ay in Pardoc, from par 
Dieu. 

In most countries It Is customary 
for the wife to take her busband’s 
name, but in some European countries 
it 43 not upusnal for the husband to 
append the wife's name, particular! 
when it is more honorable than bh 
own. Hypbenated names and the

Naples. April 11.—As a résult of the 
terrible collapar of the Mount Oliveto 
market yesterday m uning 12 are deat, 
34 are mortally wounded, and over 100 
are seriously injured 

When morning broke yesterday, te 
outlook Was promising for an amellora- 
tion of the conditions consequent upon 
the activity of Mount Vesuvlus. The 
hopefulness of the populace, however, 
Was short-Nved, and the Neapolltans 
Were plunged {nto condition bordering 
on frenzy by the ¢ apse of the Mount 
Oliveto market, frum the welght of 
cinders from Mount Vesuvius. 

From Life to Dzath. 

The courtyard covers 600 feet square 
and was roofed. The space within was 
unusually crowded with buyers and 
thelr children, the acefvent happening 
atthe hour of the day wheo trade ts 
most brisk.

You Would Hardly Think It Meant 
Traveling 85,253 Miles, 

Have you over thought of the dls- 
tance you travel when you are out on 
an hours stroll? Possibly you, walk 
three miles within the hour, but that 
does. not by any means represent the 
distance you travel, The earth turns 





on its axis every twenty-four hours. 


For the sake of round figures, we will 
call the earth’s circumference 24,000 
miles, and so you must have traveled 
during the hour's stro] 1,000 miles in 
the axial turn of the earth. 

_ Bot this is not all, The earth makes 
@ journey around the sun every year, 
and a long but rapid trip it is. The dis- 
tance of our planct from the sun we 
will put at 2,000,000 miles. This Is 
the radius of the earth's orbit—half the 
Giameter of the circle, as we call it 
The whole diameter {s therefore 184,- 
000,000 rpiies, and the circumference, 
being the diameter multiplied “by 
3.1416, fs about 675,000,000. 

This amazing distance the earth trav- 
els Jn its yearly Journey, and dividing 
Jt by 365 we find the dally speed about 
1,586,000, Then Wwe get the distance 
you rode afound the sun during your 
hour's walk, divide again by twenty- 
four, and the result is about 66,000 
miles, But this ts not the end of your 
hour's trip. The sup, with its entire 
brood of plancts, ix moving in space at 
the rate of 160,000,000 miles in a year. 
That 1s at the rate of a Mttle more than 
438,000 miles a day, or 19,250 miles an 
hour. 

$0, adding your three miles of leg 
travel to the hour's axlal movement of 
the earth, this to the earth's orbital 
journey and that again to the earth's 
excursion with the san, and you find 
you have traveled in the hour 85,253 
tiles,

of water is romly mentioned damp 
and fragrant leaves and twigs must 
have alded not only in collecting the 
dust, but also toward refreshing the 
atmosphere Jn such constantly closed 
rooms, fresh alr being only admitted 
through the doors opening jon to the 
battlements or balconies, *

A GOOD IDEA OF SPACE. 


It In Given by a Contemplation of the 
Star Sigma Draconis. 





~ Stars or planets are sald to be “fix- 


ea” when they are separated from us 
by a distance so great that a change 
in thelr orbits makes no perceptible 
difference in thelr pdeitions, even 
thoygh such “fixed” bodies may travel 
an orbit 100,000,000 miles in ¢ircum- 
ference in the course of hk year. These 
“Axed” stars may be only a few paltry 
millions of miles away or they may be 
billions or even trillions of miles from 
the pygmy planet upon which we hare 
our being. The most distant of all the 
orbs, as far as astronomers know, is 
the fixed star Sigma Draconis, which is 
separated from ts by a distance so 
great that millions and billions’ of 
miles are only as inches and feet com- 
pared to the miles which intervene be- 
tween our earth and the sun. Astron- 
oniera are noted for, their propensities 
for indicating stellar distances with 
robust and well developed strings of 
figures, but in the case of Slgma Dru- 
corfia the distance {s so great that fig- 
ures fall to give any conception, whpt- 
ever. > 

Light travels nt the rate of 196,330 
miles per second, and, reckoning the 
day at twenty-three hours fifty-six 
minutes and four seconds in length 
and the year at 305% days, an astro- 
nowlcal Nght year will equal 5,864,060,- 
148,330 miles. The above figures, which 
represent the distance which light will 
travel in a year, when multiplied by 
129 give us the distance to Sigma Dra- 
conls, or, jn other words and figures, 
that star fs 129 Night years, or 750,000,- 
000,000,000,000,000 miles, from us! if 
Sigma had been blotted out of existence 
before our Revolutionary war began, 
its Nght would still be shining as 
though the star were yet in place!

Dominion Archivist Discovars import- 
ant Documents In the South. 


Dr. A. G. Doughty, C. M. G., has re- 
turned to Ottawa from his visit to 
Loulaiana and Mexico, with an excep- 
tlonally good haul of archiviatic infor- 
mation. The anclént connection between 
Now France and the Mississipp! Vatley 
has resulted in @ remarkobly larse 
number of documents of interest to the 
furmer finding their resting-place in the 
latter region, Some of thore are of 
such Importance that ft is a subject for 
some surprise that they were allowed 
to leave Canada. From Louisiana a 
flow of documents seems to have taken 
place; many of thexe are ecclesiastical, 
referring to affairs connected with tho 
Dr. Doughty spent 
most of hig time In Loulsiana, but pald 
a ‘brief visit to Mexico, got an idea of 
the nature of the Mexican Archives— 
which comprise 70,000 volumes. 

The results are most valuable. Let- 
ters exist there from Frontenac, Laval, 
LaSalle, Tont!, La Forest, Allonez, Hoo- 
quart, Vaudreuil, Bigot; even from King 
Louls himself, as well as from Sie Guy 
Carleton and Murray. One interesting 


* document is a -petitton containing the 


signatures of Abraham Martin, Coull- 

and Hebert, three out of the eight 
original settlers who came, out with 
Champlain.” Hebert was the first man 
to cultivate the rofl in New France. -No 
apeolmens of the signatures of these 
Ploneers has. hith«rto been known to 
exist. Another ts La Salle's last letter 
to Tontl, Among the documents discov- 
ered are a number of Nora Scotia 
‘Church records, taken away by the 
Acadians, at the time of their expul- 
sion. Many of these will be of great 
value In the researches which the De- 
partment is prosecuting into Acadian 
cenealogics. 

Important discoyerica were also mad: 
among the three thousand Kaskaskia 
doouments, of which Dr. Doughty ex- 
emined a thousand. One thing which 
he found was a register of sentences 
Passed by Governor Clark, which throw 
much light on the administration of 
justice in his time, and go to show that 
the general impression ax to the absence 
of law and order in that era 1s Incor- 
rect, Many of the papers on Indian af- 
fairs properly belong to Canadian af- 
fairs; Indeed, one Jetter from Sir @uy 

leton actually belongs to the series 
Of letters on Indian affairs, published 
fm the last volume of Archives, and the 
plate In which it should be Inserted can 
be seen on examination. An odd find 
as a project for the Gove! 
Niinols,-a propesal for an eismentary 
form of administration, which is writ- 
tén In French, but on English paper and 
in an Engllsh handwriting: it is un- 
algned and undated.

CLIMBING THE “GREAT” CANA- 
» DIAN GLACIER IN 8B, C. 





Twenty-Five Miles Across the Snow 
Field, Five Miles of an.ice River 
1800 Feet in Thickness—“Great” 
Glacier la More Explored Than-Any 
Other In America Because of Ite 
Convenience to Reach. 


The word glacier Is naturally asso- 
clated In one’s mind with Switzerland, 
yet this great North American contin- 
ent, which has within ita Ilmits moun- 
tains, rivers, waterfalls, and other na- 
tural beauties, excelling Jn size and 
grandeur similar attractions in the Old 
World, possesses also among the heav- 
fly wooded Selkirks and the Rocky 
Mountains of the Pacific slope glaciers, 
which in size, beauty, and majesty sur- 
pass anything to be scen in the bettcr 
known country of the Alps. 

Along the Pacific coast flows the 
warm Japan current. The evaporation 
fromn this stream of warm water Is very 
rapid, and, as the prevailing winds blow 
eastward, the heavily laden clouds pass 
over the tow Coast and Gold’ ranges 
which skirt the shore, but on striking 
the higher and more rugged Setkirks 
and Rockies, coollng takes place ra- 
pidly, and the precipitation takes the 
orm of snow during the greater part 
of the year. In the short northern 
summer there {s not time for the snow 
which has fallen to melt and flow away, 
Consequently, conditions are most fav- 
erable for the formation of lakes of 
anow and rivers of fce, and this is ¢x- 
seily what glaciers are. 

One of the largest of the Rocky 
Mountain glaciers in British Columbia 
gaya The Montreal. Standard, ts the 
“Great® or “Hleclilewaet™ glacier. It f« 
twenty-five miles acroxs the snow Meld 
of n . and the lower part or ice river 
fs-ostimated to be from one to ve miles 
In width, and 1,800 fect In thickness, 
This glacier ix more oft n explored than 
any ether in America, because ft con bo 
reached xo convenlent!y. The foot of

Nes distant from Glacter Station, on 
the main Ine of the Canadian F 
Nallway.

Inoka to be oniy, twenty or thirty feet 
thiek. but during the asecnt, if one 
lies Mat to hang for a moment over the 
edge of some chaym fn an attempt to 
penetrate the icy depthsthe thickness 
of the glacier appears to be hundreds 
of feet. These chasms or crevasses 
have been at one time but mnere cracks, 
no wider than the biade of a knife, The 
cracks gradually Increase In size, until 
at times they are w thousand feet In 
Tength, a hundred feet wide, and of a 
éepth interminable. 

Cautiously making one's way, by the 
support of the alpenstock, one of the 
most interesting sights {x that of rivers 
of water, caused by the melting of the 
wlacier, Mowing over this river of ice. 
The water flows for some distance on 
the surface until a crevasse In reached, 
Down these chasms the water leaps, 
making in many cases beautiful water- 
falls. Sometimes deep wells or moulina 
fre fonned, filed with water. In other 
cases the ginnt aperture fs, to all ape 
pPearances, dry, but on Metening the 
suunds of subterrancun streams aro 
heard echolng through Icy tunnels far 
below. 

Chopping an Ice Stairway. 

When ao particularly steep place on 
the glacier side is FCUthh steps in 
the slopes are chopped out by the guide. 
Tho rope Js fastened round his waist, 
and then-around the walnts of the re- 
maining members of his party, who are 
“strung on the line,” like beads on a 
necklace, at intervals of about twenty 
fect. This ts done in order that any 
unfortunate who “takea a tumbio” may 
be hauled up into place again on the 
perilous path. The slant on the glacier 
side is sometimes 50 per cent., and for 
short distances more. A wall of Ice 
rises In front, and bit by bit, placing 
the feet carefully in the niches cut by 
the gulde, the daring climber surmounts 
the obstacles and cones out finally on 
the snow field or neve, which {s in it-

The molature of the alr Is precipitat- 
ed on the tops of the high mountains 
during practically the whole year inthe 
form of a fine, granulated, sandlike 
snow. Under the influence of cold and 
pressure this is compacted into ‘the 
hard, clear ice of the glacler proper. 
Layer upon layer ef this forms under 
the newly-fallen anow, and In the lower 
tracts the snow disappears entirely, the 
solid ice reaching the surface. 

Over the neve or snow region it Is 
dimicult, ‘but not so dangerous ¢limb- 
Ing. The snow’ is perhaps fifteen to 
eighteen inches dren, and it Is Jost a

Moves 180 Feet a Year. 

The rate or flow of each glacier var- 
des according to tne steepness. of. the 
mountain slope and the pressure of the 
{ce mass. The Great Glacier flows 
about 180 feet in the year. Some flow 
more rapidly. The great Agassiz, six- 
ty years ggo, explained to the world 
this hityorte mysterious phenomenon, 
and since that time observations have 
been made by means of scientific In- 
atruments which prove that glaciers 
move slowly. 

The glacier not only moves onward 
down the rafey till the melting point 
fs reached, where the heat of the sun 
is sufficient to counteract the move- 
‘ment of snow and Ice, but the “foot” 
of the glacier recedes or advances ac- 
cording as the summer {s long or short, 
hot or cold. If a hot summer, the foot 
of the glacier will recede perhaps 50 
or 60 fect. If the melting has not been 
as great as usual, the foot of the gla- 
cler will reach a point further dow= the 
valley. 





Senator George A, Cox. 

Senator George A. Cox, president of 
the Canada Life Myjurance Co. is, says 
The Globe, one“of the outstanding 4ig- 
ures in the financial life of Canada. 
Senator Cox Is a Canadian, having been 
born in Colborne, Northumberland 
County, May 7, 1540. lls parentage is 
English, He attended the pubilc and 
f&rammar schools of Colborne until Feb- 
ruary, 1856, when he entered the ser- 
vice of the Montreal Telegraph Co. Af- 
ter two years’ service, and when enly 
eighteen years of age, he was placed in 
charge of the agency at Peterboro’. He 
remainea there for thirty years, and 
has atill extensive Interests tn that cliy. 
He waa Mayor of Teterboro’ for seven 
years, dDeing returied four times by ac- 
clamation. In 1871 he stepped Into the 
Provincial Parliamentary field and won 
Weat Peterboro’ from W. H. Scott. 
The election was set aside, however, 
and In the following year he was de- 
feated by a majority of on». In 1387 
he agaln contested the same riding for 
the House of Commons, but was doe- 
feated by 16 Dy James Stevenson, In 
1878 he became president of the Mid- 
land Raliway, holding the position un- 
tH 1584. During his term the amalga- 
mation of the Grand Junction, Whitby 
& Port Verry, Victoria & Toronto and 
Nipissing Rallways was effected, and 
the consolidated roads sold to the Grand 
Trunk. It was in 1484"that Mr. Cox be- 
came president of the Centra] Canada 
Loan & Savings Co. and in 1855 a dl- 
rector of the Canadian Bank of Com- 
merce. In 1890 he became president of 
the latter. He ts president of the West- 
ern Fire and Sfarine Inaurance Co. and 
the British America Fire and Marine 
Insurance Co. Senator Cox ls a Metho- 
Gist, @ temperance man, Lursar of Vic- 
toria University, and President of the 
Ontarly Ladies’ College.

THE SACRED LOTUS, 


There Are Pretty Legends of Seng 
and -Story About Its Fruit. 
Concerning the rich fruit of the lotus, 
which grew luxuriantly In the Nile, 
many charining legends have been told. 
It was believed that it was so delight- 


j ful that those who ate of It would nev- 


er Jeave the spot where {it grew, but 
for it wogfld abandon Lome and friends 
to spend their lives Invn dream of se- 
rene delight. Momer, Iu the “Odyssey,” 
mientions the lotus eaters who lived on 
the uorthern coast of Africa and re 
cords their attempts to detain the fol- 
lowers of Ulysses by giving them the 
frults of the lotus to eat, so that they 
should never wish to leave the spot 
where it grew. 

The same poctical Wea Is known to 
the Arabs, who call it the “fruit of des- 
tiny,” which Is to be eaten fu para-, 
dise, and it is on this foundation that 
Tennyson built bis charming poem of 
the “Lotus Eaters.” This mythical 
fotus has been iientified by several 
botanists with/that Indigenous to Tn- 
nis, which Is a thorny shrub, with ber. « 
ties of the size of an olive. 

Mungo Park found a species of lotus 
In-Cenjral America bearing derrica of 
a delicions taste, which, on being dried 
and pounded, made very wholesome 
and pleasant bread. The lotus fruit 
found in Tunis has 2 stimulating, al- 
most intoxicating effect, and it* is 
therefore probable that this plant far- 
nisbed the foundation of the sncient 
Iegends. 

The sacred lotus of the Egyptians 
was a fine aquatic plant, dedicated to 
Osiris and Isis and regarded in Egyp- 
tlan delincations as signifying the ere 
ation of the work. Distinct from this 
lotus was that known as the blue lotus 
of the Nile, also a sacred plant. Both 
these species of lotus occur frequently 
as religious symbols and decorations in 
the temples,

In order to shaw the savings that will 
accrue to the municipality, and to In- 
dividual consumers frum the distribu- 
tion of Niagara Falla power at the low- 
eat cost price, Torsnto is taken as typi- 
cal of the other cities affected, and as 
shown In an appendix to the report. 

It fs understood that the price which 
the Toronto-Niagura Power Co. ts to 
recelve from! the Toronto Rallway Co. 
fs about $35 per horse-power per year for 
stepped-down power at the receiving 
station, compared with a cost, under 
some municips! arrangement, say, of 
$18.10 per hep. $227,200 Is the saving 
in the cost of power to the Toronto 
Raitway Co. The city could save 353.- 
000 annually on the pumping service, 
and the Toronto Electric Light Co. 
could save about $145,000 per year. This 
jatter sum the taxpayers must pay In 
profits to the companies delivering the 
power. The total annual savings to be 
made bythe distribution of electrical 
energy from Niagara Falls. on a cost 
basis, aggregates $515,000. 

Prices For Power.

THE AGE-OF AN°OYSTERS-|> 
You Can Tell It by the Lines on the 









80 can find out just bow old an oyster 
is. The Unes in the groore of the 
hinge of the sbel! tell the whole sto- 
ry. These lines are a true Index to 
the number of layers composing the. 
shell, being, in fact, nothing else than 
thelr attenuated tails, One of these 
layers grows each year, and, no matter 
how hard the sensitive oyster may try 
to keep It from showing, it is bound to 
overlap its predecessor and leave a 
ridge which, no doubt, fs just as an- 
noying to the oyster tribe as an an- 
nual wrinkle would be to the human 
race. 

Up to the time of an oyster’s matu- 
rity these layers are arranged with reg- 
larity, but after that they fairly pile 
over each other, just as if the little 
bivalve’s birthplace had crowded upon 
each other so rapidly that he didn’t 
have time to spread out one new plate 
before another was right at bis heels. 

An oyster comes of ago when he Is 
four years old. Coming of age In the 
oyster kingdum means that he Is old 
enough to take care of a family and 
go to market. Golng 1a market Is a 
disastrous undertaking and Is gener- 
ally the last of him, for a four-year- 
old oyster is particularly palatable, and 
people do not hesitate to poy a pretty 
good price for a pint or a quart of 
him, By this It must not be Inferred 
that after an oyster has passed the 
four layer period and has five, ten or 
even a dozen wrinkles on bis shell 
be is a back number and fit for | 
Ing but to keep on accumulating 
Jes until he dies of old age. In- 
there are records of oysters be- 
ing eaten just after celebrating their 
thirtieth birthday, and-in most cases 
they formed quite a delicious meal. 
This is an unusual age for an oystcr 
to attain, because few of them are gir- 
en an opportunity to Ure so long. If 
Jeft to enjoy Ife in his own quiet way 
it Is quite prodable that the oyster 
would live to become an octogenarian 
or even a centenarian.

Don't empty hot ashes into a wooden 
barrel.

Don't shake the range or furnace and 
immediately take up the ashes, Clear 
tho ash pit first and then shake down. 
It ts the freshly shaken down ashes 
and coals that make the trouble, 

Don't keep a hot fire continuously tn 
an open fireplace for too long a time. 
The thickest wall of brick will heat 
through eventually. | $ 

Don't leave bot fat on the store. 

Don't haye unprotected woodwork 
close to a furnace: » as 

Don’t allow paper or other light, In- 
flammable stuff to accumulate In tho 
cellar or elsewhere, 

Don't allow greasy rags to lie In dark 
corners or closets. 

Don't have lace curtains near unpro- 
tected gus jets. 

These cover the more important and 
most frequent causes of fire. Leaky 
gas jets are not infrequently the occa- 
sion of bad outbreaks. Gas stoves 
possess elements of danger which all 
too frequently are overlooked. “Gas 
atoves break the. monotony of life for 
us pretty often,” sald a fireman, Then 
he explained that a tiny bole often de 
velopa in the supply tube not far from 
the burner, Sooner or later a lighted 
match Is passed over It or flame from 
the burner reaches {t and o blaze so 
emal] as to escape notice is started. 
The stove Is left for an bour or two, 
the dames eat a constantly Increasing 
hole until the tube is burned off, and a 
tull flow of gas starts a conflagration, 

The common method of hunting with 
a lighted match for gas teaks in a dan- 
gerous practice, as the following incl- 
dent shows: A householder, detecting 
the odor of gaa in the cellar, examined 
all the pipes, going over them carefully 
with lighted matches. Nowhere could 
he detect a leak, ant at last bo gave up 
the search. A few hours later lis house 
was seriously dumaged by fire. Inves- 
Ugation showed that a lead gas pipe 
bad been melted off, During the morn- 
ing search for gas the match had parsed 
over the leak, starting a flame so smal} 
that by daylight it was invisible. Grad- 
ually it had melted the lead, with the 
final disastrous results.

@ veteran fire fighter. With a shaving 
brosh or other small brush and an or 
dinary soap lather go over a suspected 
pipe. If there Is a leak, no matter how 
tiny, It will blow bubbles in the lather, 
A leak too small to produce a fame will 
thus disclose Its wherenbouts—T. W.

The majority are disabled, and the\, 
remainder find It~impossible to. get 
work, Never before have ex-soldiera 
had s0 much difficulty in obtaining em- 
“ployment, even when they are.in the 
best of health and have left the army ’ 
with papers testifying to unblemished 
character, 3 y 
“It has become a very serious mat- 
ter," declared the secretary of the ‘Na- 
tonal Society for the Employment of: 
Ex-Soldlera. “For instance, 140 men 
who have just left the service with the 
highest possible character applied here 
for work this morning. On tho other‘ 





hand, only three employers went for 
help. ‘ 
“The same tale is told at each: of 


our 114 branches, and the condition of 
Nhings ts rapidly becoming worse, 
“The reason of thin dificulty in find- 
ng ex-soldlers employment is, in my* 
opinion, due to the energy which ts be-. 
ing devoted to finding work forthe un- 
employed civillan. An ex-soldler who 
does not know a trade is, however, a 
much better man than a clvilian with- , 
Out a@ trade, In the first place, he fs, 
more cleanly hia habits, and ts uscd 
to thorough obedience. Then his wits 
have been brightened and bis intelli- 
ence developed, especially under . the 
.new order of things, * - 

“It in generally forgotten that a cer-" 
tificate of unblemished character means 
much more Jn the case of a soldier 
than-a civillan, For whereas the mill- 
tary man Is watched night and day, 
and the least peccadililolia recorded 
against him, the civilian haa only ta be- 
have properly during working houra— 
what happens afterwards in his own 
Dusiness.” 


Tregedy In Thackeray's Life, 

On the 20th of Aug, 1836, at the Brit- 
Ish embassy In Paris, Thackeray mar- 
ried Ieabella Shawe of Doneraile, Coun- 
ty Cork. Three daughters were born of 
this marriage, and after the birth’ of 
tho third, May 28, 1840, Thackeray took 
a trip to Belgium, having arranged for 
the publicattun of a short book of tra- 
vels, He had left his wife “nearly 
well” but returned to find her jn a 
strange state of languor and mental tn- 
activity, which became gradually more 
pronounced. For a long tline there were 
Kleams of hope. Thackeray himself ate 
tended to her exclisively ‘for a ime, 
He*took her to her mother’s in Ireland 
and afterwards to Paris, There she 
had to be placed In a mataon de ante; 
Thackeray taking lodzings close by and 
seeing her ax frequently a» he could. A 
year later, aa he wrote to FitzGerald, 
then very intimate with him, he 
thought her “all but well.” “He was 
then with her at a hydropathle estab- 
Mshment in Germany, where she scem- 
ed to be Imprusing for a short time, 
The case, however, had become almost 
hopeless when In 1842 he went to Ire- 
land. Yet he continued to write letters 
to-her as late at 1844, hoping that she 
might underttand them. She had fin- 
ally to be placed with a trustworthy 
attendant. She was placid and gentle, 
though unfitted for any active duly and 
with Uttle knowledge of anything 
around her. She survived till 1894. 
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Once Brilliant Surgeon, 

Sir Patrick Heron Watson, who has 
Jurt retired from the presidency of the 
Edinburgh Royal College of Surgeons, 
has also largely retired from active 
practice. He was at one time one of the 
most Dbrilllant surgeons in Europe and 
haa done o great deal for surgical 
science. His professional career began 
Just about the tUme of the Crimean 
war, in which he was actively engaged 
as an aasistant surgeon. He had the 
misfortune to be Invalided home, and 
Was so [11, indeed, that his Ife was de 
spaired of. A return to the bracing 
alr of hin native city, however, reslor- 
el him completely to good health, and 
he soon became engaged in active prac- 
Mee. He was the first surgeon to re- 
move the thyrold xland for the condl- 
{ion known ar goitre, #0 common among 
the natives of Derbyshire,-and also of 
Switzerland. fe was also the first to 
perforin the operation for ‘removal of 
the larynx for malignant disease, which 
operation, it will be remembered, the 
late MontagugWiWlams underwent. He 
is Surgeon in Ord@gary to King Edward 
In Scotland, Oeeed in 3878 was attache 
to the special embassy sent to Spain 
on the marriage of the late King. Al- 
though considerably over seventy, Sir 
Patrick Watson bears hin years lightly 
and few would be able to’ guess his 
age. 





Bean Swift Did Marry Stella. 

The discovery of an unpublished let- 

ter {n the library of Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, cleara up the Mterary mystery of 
Dean Swift's relations with Stella. ‘The 
letter wan written by the Rev, Dr. 
Evans, Bishop of Meath, to Archbishop 
Wake, and fa dated July: 27, 1723. The 
Hyshop writes: 
“There was reported to be a promlse 
of marriage between o young woman 
named Misa Van Omrig and the Dean. 
fhe dealgned to give him all her for- 
tune,.which was about £5,000, but on 
Mscovering that the Dean had already 
been- married to Mrs, Johnson, daugh- 
ter of Sir Willlam Temple,’ she became 
indignant and made a new will”

{nformnation ox ‘to Stella's announce- 
ment of the marriage and cher wish 
that the correspondence. with Dean 
Swift should be published, request 
with which her execulola/feted to 
comply, Altogether the? ettee, makes 
the evidence of Dean Swift's marrlage 
too strong to resist.

Feature For Posterity. 

After the proceedings [n the Counctt 
chamber were concluded the duputation 
easembled on the front steps of the City 
Hall, and had thelr photogmapha taken, 
after which they formed in procession, 
four abreast, and took thelr departure 
for the Parilament butidings' et 11.40 
& m. The procession, which was head- 
od by the Mayor and City Counel! and 
mayors and reeves of outside places, 
reached for three blocks along Queen 
atreet. 

The Toronto Board of Trade, Manu- 
facturers' Association, Builders’ Ex- 
change, Retall Merchants’ Association, 
and Federated Council of Building 
‘Trades sent delegations to Join with the 
Mayor and City Council as the Toronto 
deputation. 

At the Parliament Buildings. 

Preparations had been mado for the 
reception of the big deputation on the 
steps of the main entrance of the Les- 
Istatlve Chamber.

The eémmander of this army ofin- 
dustry is Mr. HHaultain, a gentleman 
of untiring energy and of great exo- 
cutive ability. He is a practical 
inincr, and-is more often found atrid- 
ing in his red-top boots over the 
rocks and through the slush of the 
works than daintily seated in hix 
office. Among his able lieutecants 
ia: Mr. Kelly, who superintends the 
mining and personally selcets the ore.

His Investigation of the 
Books of the York Loan Co—How 
York Lean Employes Played Double 
Game—Negotiations in Progress to 
Hand Over All the Assete—Investi- 
gation Adjourned Till Tuesdsy. 


Toronto, Apri) 14.—Permission having 
been granted by the Attorney-General 
for the crown attorney to interview 
Miss MoCann, in New York, and Miss 
Sauter, in Buffalo, both of whom are 
sharehokiers of the Toronto Life, the 
Phillips’ investigation. was adjourned 
until Tuesday next. But Mr. Cu 
may not find it necessary to ¢hus pro- 
cure the evidence of the Misses Robb, 
MoCann and Sauter, as it is stated, on 
appareatly good authority, that nego- 
tlations are in progress which would 
result In Philltps, the Toronto Life In- 
surance Co... and the other concerns 
turning over all asscts to the York Loan 
Nquidators. If these negotiations suc- 
ceed the Phillips’ case, as far aw the 
police court Is concerned, will end ear- 
ly in the week. 

Mr. Crosa Reported. 

W. H. Cross, the coramissioner ap- 
pointed by the Ontarlo Government to 
examine the affairs of the York Loan 
Co., has made his second report to the 
Attorney-General Mr. Cross says: 

“In view of the large number of per- 
sons interested In this company,’ and 
of the confusion In the public mind 
existing from widely different stnte- 
ments Im the press and by speakers at 
public meetings: in view also of 
the varied proposals and suggestions 
made by local committees of share- 
holders in diferent pasts of the Dom- 
inion, and In view of the possibility that 
speculators might take advantage of 
thia situation to induce shareholders to 
sell their shares for lese thaa value, 1 
deemed it my firat duty to odtain and 
make public at the cariiest porsible 
Moment, rellwble information regarding 
tbe actual altwation of this company’s 
affairs and the causes of iia failure. 

First Report Verified. 

“The course of. the pubdiic Investica- 
tion then held by me and the conclu- 
sions arrived at, including a atate- 
ment of the causes of the company’s 
failure, are set ferth In my Interim re- 
Port already made to you, dated the 
third day of January imal. ‘The re- 
wulta found In that report have been 
tested and verified by various Investi- 
gations subsequently made, and 3 now 
coafirm the conclusions theretn given. 

“At the time when tbe commissiun 
ixsved, and subsequently, there pre- 
Valled a general public bellef that the 
fallure was due largely. If pot alte- 
arther, to gross irregulurities, and im- 
Propricties committed by directors and 
servants of the company for their own 
Persona! benrdt. and that the existing 
pbesition of the compan? had arisen 
from thix cause. Evidence supporting 
thin bellef did not transpire: during 
the pubile Investigation, and I had 
nv information that warranted any 
such conclusion at the tune of making 
my first Interim report. In view, how- 
ever, of the specific and direct charges 
made from varlous quarters, I deemed 
it desirabie that this question should be 
further investignted through such ave- 
nues as remained open to me after the 
criminal proceedings had been Inatitut- 
ed against Phillips 

Examinztion ef Books. 

“To this end an examination of the 
books of the company was made, more 
thomugh than had been ponsible In the 
Nmited time preceding the tzsuance of 
the interim report, and other Uaes of 
enquiry outside the books and records 
of the company were pursued, Including 
particularly the charge that had been 
made that much more waa pald out of 
the Yerk Loan funda for the land ac- 
quired by the company than the ven- 
dora actually received, ap@ that there 
had been added to the outlays of the 
company In connection with their bulld- 
ing and improvement operations, large 
aums which had been retained by offi- 
clalxs of the company. The result of 
thls examination and these enquiries 
have falled to disclose any evidence 
substantiating these charges. 

“It is obvious from the extent and 
nature of this company’s operations 
that my enquiries sheald not possibly 
be exhaustive, but so far as I have 
been able lo ascertuln the facts, the 
position ls as above stated. 

Withdrew Own Funds. 

“1 beg to report, as a fact additional 
to what Is stated in my Interim report, 
that In the later stages of the com- 
puny's existence, and during the months 
immediately preceding the arinding-up 
order, directors, ofMicors, agents and 
employes of the company, while with- 
drawing thelr own funds, which is 4 
invested in the company, were at t 
same thpe collecting the monthly In- 
stalmenta due from shareholders, and 
also ubtaiping new subscriptions fer 
stock. I flse draw altention to the fact 
that Imprpper entrics were made from 
time to ¢ In the bouks of the com- 
pany, which had the effect of swelling

Must Verify Returns. 


“I bx to agaln draw attention to the 
xt atated In my interim report, with 
regard to the incerrect and misleading 
returns Mied by thix commpuny with the 
Government, und xworn to by the offl- 
cere of the company. The public are de- 
pendent upon these returns for rellable 
infurmation, and they are, In my opin- 
jon, of the greatest public Importance, 
They should de ¢xplicit and readily un- 
derstood, both by those who make 
them, and by those who rely on them.

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OLD 'LEAP YEAR LAWS. 


When Women Proposed Six Centurice 
Age the Man Had to Accept. 

In two countries, at least, and more 
than GOO years ago laws Were passed 
which gave women the right of Propos- 
Ing marriage. These enactments went 
even farther!than this. They also stip- 
ulated that if the man whose band 
they had ‘sought should refuse bo 
sbould incur a heary fine. 3 E 

A searcher among the ancient ree- 
ords of Scotland discovered an act of 
the Scottish parliament, which was 
Passed In the year 1288 whieh runs ax 
follows: 

“It ts statut and ordaint that during 
the rein of his maist blissit, Megeste, ik 
for the years knowne as ‘Lepe Yeare, 
ik mayden ladye of balthe highe,an:1

Framer Gives Out to the Press 
Summary of New Measure. 


Bill Provides For a Uniform Law For 
the Whole Province—The Decentral- 
ization of Administration — Protec- 
tion to’ Prospector—Security of Ti- 
tles, Thus Affording Protection to 

the Investor. 


Toronto, April 14.—Hon. Frank Coch- 
rane, Minister of Lands and Mines, has 
siven to the press a summary of his 
Rew mines bill, which he formally pre- 
acnted a couple of weeks ago in the 
Legislature, but which was not then In 
complete shape. 

The bill makes a compleie revision 
of the existing legislation. The mining 
industry of Ontario is growing rapidly 
in Importance. The aggregate output 
eft minerals and mioeral products, which 
for several years has been about $11,- 
009,000 or $13,000,000, rose in 1905 to 
mbout $19,000,600, or if the refined values 
of nickel and copper are used us a basis 
of computation, instead of the value In 
the matte, the total would amount to 
322,000,000 or $23,000,000. This large ad- 
vance is due to the increased output of 
nickel, allver, copper and pig tron. 

_ Anomalies of Old Act.

AWARD G. T. P. CONTRACTS. 

Lowest Tenderers Win Out—To 
Canadian Materials. 

Ottawa, April 14.—When Parliament 
reassembles next Tuesday, Sir Wilfrid 
jaurier will announce “that the 
cuatracts for the two sections 
of the transcontinental railway 
have been uwarded, and that in 
each case the work bas been 
given to the firm which submitted the 
lowest offer, The western section, 
which has been let to J. D, MacArthur, 
begina ut Winnipeg and ends at Penin- 
sula, crossing near the junction point 
of the Fort William branch of the 
Grand Trunk Pacific, 245 miles. Mac- 
Arthur's tender Is $13,010,000, a quar- 
ter of a million dollars below the es- 
timate of the Government engineers. 

The eastegn section runs from the 
north end-of the Quebec bridge, Que- 
bec, to a point near La Tuque, on the 
St. Maurice River, 150 m!'ese The con- 
tract goes to Hogan and McDonald, at 
$5,297,000, the lowest of hylf a dozen 
bids, and about $800,090 below the cost 
estimated by the engincers. 

The third contract, for a steel vla- 
duct about 2,000 feet long across Cap 
Rouge Valley, nocar Quebec, has beco 
awarded to the Dominion Bridge Co., 
for $318,000. 

A deposit of $160,000 was made with 
each tender for the Winnipeg section; 
a deposit of $225,000 for the Quebec 
section, and a deposit of $25,000 for the 
steel vinduct. 

A clause provides that “the  con- 
tractor shall In connection with the 
whole of the work, as far as prac 
ticable, use only material, machinery, 
plantp-upplies and rolling stock manu- 
factu:ed or produced in Canada; pro 
vided the same can be obtained as 
cheaply and upon as.good terms in 
Canada as elsewhere, baving regard to 
quality and price.“ The work Js to be 
completed on or before Septenrber 1.

‘CANADA'S MELLOW EAST. 

The Old Chateau. and Ite Meméries— 

A Bi-Centenntal Celebration— 
A Valuable Society. 


That country which has no history 
may be happy, as (he phrasemaker says, 
Dut it can never inspire the patrio: 
that has its roots in the glories of 
past’ not less than In the promise of 
the future. Canada is a young coun- 
try, but her history is venerable, and 
strikes back hundreds of years into the 
traditions of two races, The West miay 
de new and raw, but the East ts me!- 
low with memories of a lustrous but 
vanished regime. Some ‘of Jts land- 
marks remain, lustrous no Songer, even 
Mean by comparison with moder lux- 
Urlousness in archftecture, | but _ dear 
allke to the antiquarian and to the 
Canadien who thrills at the mention of 
some of the historic personages und 
epoch-making events with which they 
gre associated. Such a landmark is the 
Chateau de Ramezay, a famous old 
house In Montreal, once the very heart. 
of life in Canads, now shabby In oid 
age, and cold with the chill of a museum 
—a shell emptied of its kernel a hufl- 
dred years ago, standing as a monitor 
of the trawsience of man and the per- 
manence of his works, 


A Bi-Centennial Celebtation, 


The chateau has passed Its two hun- 
dredth year, and recently the people of 
Montreal fittingly commemorated the 
anniversary by pennijting their minds 
to be turned back“fver the lapse of 
years to review some of the events con- 
nected with the venerable buliding. The 
gulde-books of modern days baldly de- 
scribe the chateau as a “lung, low, cot- 
tage-busit bullding of shabby mien, 
atanding behind an old stone fence.” It 
atands opposite the City Hall, and the 
two present a contrart st!mulating te 
the Imagination. It waa built in 1765 
by Claude de Ramezay. a Governor, 
“whose name has been chiefly remember- 
ed by his son, who surrendered Quebee 
when further defence of the citadel was 
impossible. Later on the chateau fell 
into the hands of the Compagnie dee 
Indies Occldentales, und becaine the 
headquarters of the French fur trade 
for many years. Afler the cony 
it was used by the English deserts 
A .tabdlet in the wall of the 
proclaime these facts, that 
by The guide-books.

Another tablet refers to the events 
of 1776, when the Americans held the 
city. und established Unemseives in the 
official reridence. Here came Frank- 
Un, Samuel Chase ané Charlies Casroll 
to confer with Benedict Arnold and 
diacuss means whereby the Canadians 
could be Induced to join with the other 
colonists In revolt against Britiah con- 
nection. In the council chamber where 
now the tourist loiters the American 
commissioners sat In secret conclave 
and considered weighty matters. Hith- 
er Ben Franklin brought a printing 
press and sect it up, the weagon he 
deemed mixhtler than the guns and 
bayonets of his soldier colleagues. The 
first newspaper In Montreal was print- 
ed In the cellar of the Chateau de Ram- 
ezay, and at Franklin's instigation, for 
he fetched from Philadelph'a one Fleury 
Mesplet, a printer, who issued a Ite 
weekly pamphlet, printed in French, 
Il@ avowed purpose was to make the 
French-Canadians’ discontented with 
English rule and persuade them to en® 
ter the Union as a separate State. Af- 
ter a while both the English and French 
languages were used fn the paper, and 
then English only. The paper thus be- 
gun has grown to.be one of the great-

I cannot underetand alwaya why 
this trouble comes, but I am ready by 
faith to accept it as a blessing. And!

Alexander Graham Bell, Inventor of the 
Telephone, Calls Present Conditions 
Very Chactio—New Standard. 
/In the March Number of the Natlon- 

al Geographical

“Our Heterogeneous Syatem of Welghts 
and Meaaures,” which Is an explanation 
of the reasons why we should sban- 
don ita obsolete syntem In iriches, ‘tons 
and gallons. He discusses:the Littauer 
bl, which provides that after July 1, 
1908, the metric system of weights and 

rea shail be used in the Govern- 
ment departments. Dr. Bell’ says, in 


part; Ae sONhit 

“Tt Is obvious that our present system 
of weights and measures Is:ig a-very 
chaotic condition. ‘It certainty ts not 
Tight theta coal company should b+ 
able te pay mihers by a ten of 2.246 
peunds and then seH the ‘poal by an- 
other ten of £008 pounds, - But even 
the pound itself varies in- weight ac- 
cording to circumstances, Some of our 
People employ .a paynd of alxtecn 
ounces, others a pound of twelve ounces, 
so that it is necessary in dusiness 
transactions to have’a definite under- 
standing as to the kind of pound we 
employ—whether avoirdupoia ‘or troy 
welght. The ounce, too, varies. 

Much Unnecessary Labor, 

“Few people have any adequate con- 
ception of the amount of unnecessary 
labor involved In the use of our pres- 
ent welghts and measures. Sclentific 
men and merchants may have the ne- 
cessary skiff with figures to cnable 
them to use the metric syst¢m, but how 
about the common people of the coun- 
try? It ts just here that the mgtric 
wystem possesses special advantages— 
reducing to a minimum the.amount of 
labor and skill required in the solution 
of the everyday problems of Mfe in- 
volving the use of Ogures, 

“Tho people of Great Britain, having 
no practical experience, by actual use, 
of the advantages of a decimal system 
of measurement, may have difficulty in 
realizing the amount of unnecessary 
drudgery through which they are oblig- 
ed to go in order to obtain a solution 
of the simplest arithmetical problems, 
and they therefore have mo excuse 

* for remaining In the rear of progress, 
but the United States hax no-Such ex- 
cuse to. offer for her hesitation in foln- 
ing the majority of the/ civilized na- 
tlons of the world in the adoption of 
the metric system. 

“We-already have a decimal system 
of money, and our people are therefore 
prepared to appreciate the great sav- 
ing of labor involved In pushing the 
decimal principle into all our methods 
of mezsurement. We would not, if we 
could, go back to the old pounds, shil- 
lings and pence of our ancestors, for 
we can realize through our everyday 
experience with dollars and cents the 
drudgery we are saved in all financial 
caleulaticns, and are, therefore. prepar- 
4 to appreciate by analogy that cor- 
fesponding benefits would arise from 
our adoption of a decimal system in 
our weights and measures. 

An Illuminating Contrast. 

“Let us compare for a moment the 
arithmetical processes involved in cal- 
culating by the old method of pounds, 
shillings an@ pence with the simpler 
process employed when we al with 
dollars and centa and then apply the 
results to the metric sysiem of weights 
and measures. Take any problem that 

may occur to your mind. 
*Let us take, for example, the figures 

1906, which represent the present year. 

Now if we had 1906 pennies and want- 

ed to find how many pounds, shillings 
and pence this amounted to we must 
divide 1906 by twelve to find the num- 
ber of shillings, and then divide this 
product by twenty to find the number 
of pounds. But the moment you adopt 
a decimal system of tmoncy Ike our own 
this kind of drudgery becomes entirely 
unnecessary. No calculation whatever 
4s required In order to-reduce the fig- 
ures from one denomination to another 

—we simply shift the decimal polnt. 

We know at ance, without calculation, 

that 1906 centa mount to 19.06 dollars. 

“Now compare this almple process 
with the laborious processes Involved 
in th» use of the ordinary measures of 
lengi.. and welght. Take 1906 Inches— 
how many feet and yards? We must 
divide 1906 by twelve to find out the 
number of feet, and then divide the 

Product by three to ascertain the num- 

ter yards Or take 1906 ounces—how 
many pounds? 
Simplicity of Metric System. 


“And what kind of pound—avolrdupnis 
weight, troy- welsht or apothecary’s 
Weight? In one case we may have to 
divide 1906 by 26, {n another by 12, but 
the point I wish to make fs this—that 
& calculation of some sort is involved 
in the mere process of translation from 
‘one denomination to another In the 
same kind of measure, while by the 
metrical system all thia kind of labor 
Jn saved; we merely shift the decimal 
polnt. 

“The amount of labor saved in cal- 
culating square measure and cubical 
measure Js stilt more remarkable. Try 
square measure frst. Take the figures 
J. 3. 3. 4. 5, 6; 123,456 square inches. 
How many square fect. 3 wilt not try 
to work ft out, but you must divide 
this number by 144 to get the number 
of square fect. You will Probably re- 
Quire paper iind pencll to perform the 
computation, button the metrical plan 
the solution tn AS Say that any intel- 
Ugent personstan Arrive at the result 
mentally without any calculation what- 
ever; 123,456 square centimetres is 
equivalent to 12.3456 square metres. 

“Even should we forget that there are 
+10,000 square centimetres in w square 
metro 2 moment's thought will enable 
us to recover the knowledge.

Interesting’ Account of she Origin’ of 
the Decoration Which Confers New 
Distinction Upon the Acting Direc-. 
tor of the Canadian Geological Sur-

viously Recelved the Medal—Sketch 
of Dr, Boll's Great. Services, 


To the many honors he has received 
from universities; and institutions of 
solence in recognition of his _work as a 
geologist Dr. Robert Bell, acting direc- 
tor of the Canadian Geological Survey, 
how adds the prize most coveted by 

Yen eminent as explorers and geogra- 
phers. The Royal Geographical Society 
has conferred upon him/ with the sanc- 
tion of the Sovereign, its patron's gold 
medal To have his name added to the 
‘st of distinguished men who have 
been selected year after year for this 
mark of the society's appreciation must 
de, very gratifying to Dr. Bell. In 1897 
the medal was awarded to his predeces- 
sor in office, Dr. George M. Dawson, for 
feographical explorations carried on in 
the Northwest Territories, in‘ the Yu- 
kon and In other parts of Canada. 


Origin of the Decoration. 


The Royal Geographical Society was 
established in 1830, and It at once 
found favor tn high quarters. King 
Witlam IV, took an Interest in it from 
the frat. At his request Its name was 
changed from “The Geographical So“ 
elety, of London,” to the present form! 
“The Royal Geographical Society." He 
consented to become ita patron, and 
while he lived it received from him,an 
annual donation of fifty guineas, to be 
used as a premium for the encourage- 
ment and promotion of geographical 
science and discovery. The soclety was 
Careful to see that none but the worthi- 
est ‘obtained its recommendation for 
this royal award. In Willlam’s reign 
the reciplents of the premium were the 
following: Endersley, for despatching 
Yerscis to the Antarcile regiuns; Ross, 
for his expedition In the far north: 
Back, for his errand for the rescus of 
Ross; Burns, for his journey to Bok- 
hara; Chesney, for surveying the Eu- 
Phrates; Fitzroy, for his survey of the 
South American coast, In some cases 
these men received the royal award in 
cash; In othera they obtained « medal 
of fifty guineas’ value, Roys and Bock 
Were great extenders of the sfoxravhy 
of Canada’s Arctic regtons, t¥e former 
being the discoverer of Boothia Felix 
and King William Land, the latter be- 
ing the discoverer of the Great Fish 
River. 

Queen Victoria’s Medals,

Former Holders. 


Tt is Impossible to mention all the 
Milustrious men who have recelyed 
the medals, but some of those who ex- 
Plored our northern sean and coasts 
tnay be referred to. One of the medals 
went to Thomas Simpson. After tho 
return of Slr George Back, Simpson 
and Deang started in 1837 for the Great 
Slave Lake on a mission for the Hud- 
son's Bay Co. They suceceded In con- 
necting the work of Franklin and 
Becchey, thereby completing our 
knowledge from the Coppermine to 
Behring Strait. tn 1839 Simpson went 
eastward from Coppermine River as 
far aon Castor and Pollux River, thus 
connecting the work’ of Hack and 
Franklin. He discovered the south 
coast of King Willlam Land, and bullt 
at Cape Herschel the cairn that the 
Perishing heroes of Franklin's last ex- 
Pedition came upon in 1848. In 1852 Dr. 
John Rae received the Founder's medal. 
In 1846 and 1647 he connected the work 
of Parry with that of Ross, and proved 
Bothia to be part of the mainiand. 
Tn 1848 he accompanied Sir John Rich- 
ardson down the Mackenzle River, and 
examined the Arctle coast east of the 
Coppermine in search of Sire John 
Franklin. In 1849 he continued the 
search via the Coppermine, In 1850 he 
examined the southern shores of Wol- 
Jaston and Victoria Lands, and reach. 
ed a higher latitude than the position 
in which Franklin's ship were aban- 
doned: In 1854 he connected the work 
of Simpson and Ross, and drought 
home the first information of the fate 
of Franklin's expedition. 

Dr, Bell's Services.

It im true Lady Franklin ob- 
talned the Founder's medal fn 1860, It 
was given to her as for her. heroic hus- 
band. and also for the great financial 
sacrifices she made to maintain the 
Search for hls expedition, sacrifices 
that were frultful of very great addl- 
tiqns to our knowledge of Arctic geo- 
raphy. Speaking of 4he medals, Sin 
Clenrents Markham, the president of the 
Royal Geographical Society, has said 
thls of them: “The royal awards be- 
came the goals which aroused the am- 
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.“Herolsm,” “That country is the fairest 
which is Inhablted by the noblest 
minds.” But, above all other lands, 
there is one which has at once impreas- 
ed,the mind, the imagination and the 
heart of western peoples. When a fa- 
tious poet declared that on his heart 
would be found engraved the word 
Italy the words voiced the emotion of 
& multitude in every country of Eu- 


ke and In the great northern con- 
nent oversea, 


To sce Sicily, the old “Garden of the 
Sun,” as the poets have loved to call it, 
is not to seo Italy, though there may be ° 
& measure of truth In Goethe’s remark 
that not to know Skily Is not to know 
Italy. In a sense one might more tru- 
ly say of Sicily that not to know It is 
not to know Greece.

Whatever is most Italian is in 
evidence here, though It Is Italian of 
the south and not of the north.

Prevides For Her Young: 


‘The manner in which the mother an- 
telope protects her.-young until they 
are old and strong enough to join the 
fall grown bands In their wanderings ix

of nature's providence. Theso beaut!- 
ful creatures live in an open country 
fnfested by all kinds of enemies and 
especially prowled over by the coyote, 
the gray wolf. and the timber’ wolf, 
which subsist upon the young of all 
kinds of animals, yet the mother can 
easily protect her bables from ithe 
Sercest of these marauters. The enc- 
my most dreaded Is the soaring eagle. 
There [s a variety of cactus, a prick- 
ly plant which grows fn great abun- 
dance all .over western plalns, 
which furnishes ber the means for this 
- | Protection. Horses, cattle, buffalo and, 
tn fact, all animals know the danger of 
treading on this plant. It grows In 
large patches some four or six inches 


ecw “*| In height above the ground and forms

a thick mat varylog in breadth-from 
the size of the top of a man's hat to 
many fect. It Js in the center ef one of 
these patches that the female antelope 
Prepares a place of safety for her 
young. The thorns of this cactus, 
while very polsonous and tertibly pain- 
ful-t0 every other animal, for some 
Treason aro almost harmless to the an- 
telope. The cactus may lacerate ber 
legr, making them bleed freely, but 
neither the stickers nor thelr poison 
remains, while other animals seldom 
bleed; but retain the polsonous stick: 
ers In thelr wounds until they become 
malignant sores, causing excessive 
swelling of the limbs and very great 
and fong continued suffering. 

When the antelope bas xclected her 
patch of cactus, backing away a few 
fect, she well make a running jump, 
bounding bigh in the alr and allghting 
fo the middle of the patch, with all 
four fect close together, the hoofs 
polnting downward, \ Then, springing 
out agaliy and repeating this operation 
until xhe bas chopped the roots of the 
“cretus plant to pleces, she Joosens and 
clears a apace large enough for stand- 
ing room. She then will enlarge It by 
pawing and digging with her sharp 
hoofs. Here sbe gives birth to ber 
young In undisturbed security, know- 
ing that she can leave them in com- 
parative safety during the day and re- 
turn to them at night to gire them 
suck. Should It be in a locality where 
eagies abound, however, tho mother 
does not venture fur away, as the soar- 
ing eagle often xwoops down on the 
young, taking them away If she {s not 
there to do battle for their lives.—H.

COIN CURIOSITIES. 


A Great Variety of Materials Hae 
Been Used For Money, 

Among the early oman copper colns 
was one that-weigbed nine and one 
balf ounces and must have proved In- 
convenient small change for the Ito- 
man matron when she went shop- 
Plog. China of all countries, ancient 
and modern, exhibits the greatest vart- 
ety In the matter of coins, Tho eerll- 
est money on record, about 2000 B. C., 
cousisted of shells and cowrles, The 
cowry was used for small change, 
whilo tortoise shell and purple eypraca 
sbells, the latter ranglog Ip size from a 
few Inches te a foot and a half in 
leugth, represented moucy of a bigher 
value, A decreafe in the supply of 
shells and increasing prosperity called 
for a more handy medium of exchauge, 
and cash, the coin with a square hole 
in the center, catae into existence anid 
rewains in use to this day, 

Among the exrlier Chinese*coins was 
one of poreelsiu about three-quarters 
ofan inch in diameter and a quarter 
of an tach thick, bearing the legend 
“Eternal Prosperity." A very curious 
knife money was at one tine used in 
the state of Txt. It was of copper 
sbuped, like a bill hook, about seven 
inches fons and titted at the end with 
a rlog. Durios periods of metal scar- 
elty In Ching fron, tead, tin, baked 
earth,-grain, silk and shells have been 
used as a circulating medium. 

In Japan an Iron colnage, begun 
about 1636, bas existed up to the pres- 
ent day, .A curious colin made of a 
tnixture of silver aud copper was long 
in use fn Japan. It varted In size from 
a small pea to a large bean Lead 
colns were also ased there for five cen- 
turies. Glass was ewployed as a sub- 
stance for coln for many centurles in 
Egypt, while wooden money fs men- 
tloned fn many of the Buddbistle writ- 
logs.

A Common House Fly Travels a mile 
tn Thirty-three Seconda, 

It is the popular bellef that the Hight 
of the birds is much swifter than that 
of the Jusects, but a number of natural- 
{sts who have been making 3 study of 
the matter think that such is not the 
case, 

A common houxe fy, for example, is: 
hot very rapid in its Aight, but its 
Wings make 800 beats a second and 
Reni it through the air twenty-five feet, 
uoder ordinary circumstances, in that 
When the insect is 
alurmed. however, it bas been found 
that It candncrease Its rate of speed by 
over 169 feet per second. If it could 
continue xuch rapid fight for a mile in 
n straight Hne, it would cover that dis- 
tance fn exactly thirty-three seconds. 

It Js not an uncommon thing when 
travoling by rail in the summer time to 
see a bee or wasp keeping up with the 
train and trying to get in at one of the 
windows. A swallow fs conskiered one 
of the swiftest of fying birds, and it 
was formerly thought that no Insect 
could escape it.

Governor Makes Two More Laws— 
fenate Confirms Anti-Perjury Bill. 


Albany, April 17.—Governor Higgins 
yesterday signed two more of the in- 
surance Investigating committee bill«, 
ay foNowsa: Chapter 258, Senate bit! 
No. 1,160, which will permit policybold- 
ers in stock life insurance companics 
to act as directors therein, regardless 
of whether or not they hold stock in 
the company, Chapter 239, Senate bill 
No. 1,155, which will prohibit any cor- 
poration {insurance or other) not or- 
ganized for purely political purposes, 
from making any conatribuulon for poll- 
tical purposes, 

This makes a total of five laws add- 
ed to the statute books out of the totul 
of nine bills introduced by the com- 
mittee. Two others are in the Gover- 
nor’s bands awaiting his approval and 
two are still pending in the Legisla- 
ture, 

The Senate last night passed the so- 
caXed anti-perjury bill, proposed by 
the Ypsurance Investigating committee, 
the Jote being ayes 23, nays 16.

Then 
the toes possess a surprising mobility, 
The great toe can be wored freely in 
all directions, and the first and second 
toes are separated by a wide space, 
sometimes as much as five-cightha of 
an {och across at the base of the toes 
and two inches at thelr extremities, 

The articulation of the hip is also pe- 
cullar, and this renders it easier to use 
the toes ip handling the objects by en- 
abling the Hindoo to alt in a squatting 
posture much more comfortably than 
we can do, <A similar formation of the 
feet and toes is found among the An- 
amese, but it fs not, as might be sup- 
Posed, a common thing among barba- 
rous and savage tribes. r 

One naturally thinks of the resem- 
blance to a monkey which a human be- 
Ing using both fect and hands In the 
tanner described above must present, 
and yet the Hindoo foot is not at all 
Uke the foot of an spe or monkey, 
The grent toe is not,opposed to the 
other toes like a thumb, as occurs with 
the monkey, and accordingly the pedal 
dexterity of the Hindoos is not to be 
take as an Indication of simian de-

Almond Meal. _ 

The best formula for almond meal is 
as follows: Shell and blanch enough 
sweet almonds to measure two ounces 
and pound or grind to powder.

Then add‘one ounce of-ground 
cuttle fish bone, the kind you keep in 
the canary ‘bird's cage, and it is so 
light that an ounce makes a quantity. 
Grind an ounce of white soap, the kind 
thdt has a great deal of palm oll In it; 
half an ounce of ortis’ root powdered 
and quarter of a dram of oll of lay- 
ender, Mix the orris with the almond 
powder, add the olf of lavender, then 
four drops of the oll of cloves. Mix 
well, then add the cuttle fish and the 


soap last. Keep this in a glass jar 


and use instead of soap.

It means that: the 
house must be designed in a simple 
way that Is also beautifol. Simplicity 
of design Js based on structural deyel- 
opment. In the hands of the skilled de 
signer tbese structural fines become 
also lines of beauty, The construction, 
therefore, becomes Leautiful coustric- 
tion, and jhe simple hotse {s achieved 
in a natufal, beautiful way, 

Plainness, severity, commonplace- 
bess, barrenness, must not be confuset 
with simplicity. There must be uartis- 
tic effort or the house will be com- 
pletely wanting In external merit. A 
fussy bouse wil! not neeessarily be 
made beautiful by stripping it of its 
ornament. It may be bettered—at least 
it will be rid of unnecessary parts, The 
evil Is more deeply rooted than (but. 
Tt Nes in the very bone and sinew of 
the house, and the remedy, If there can 
be a remedy, niust be applied to the 
whole structure, 

Mere plainness in Louse building has 
no positive qualities of excellence. aA 
house that Is mnerely plain and with ro 
other quality bas nothing else to rec 
omuiend it. The simple house, on the 
other hand. has beauty tn its simplicl- 
ty, a beauty due to its fine lines and

PINEAPPLES, 


The Wsy They Grow and Hew the 
Plaate Reprodace. 
Pineepples do not grow on trees, Im- 
agine a plant four feet in ‘extreme 
height {rom the ground to the tip of 


leaves, A single stalk at the surface, ° 


but dividing at once into swordlike 
blades or Jeayce, fifteen in number, 
fiom the center of which appears a 
stif, upright stem, at the top of which 
is the fruit. This stem is abort, and the 
crown of the frult when fully grown 
is a foot or more below the points of 
tbe leaves. At the end of a year and 
a half from planting each plant pro- 
duces a single fruit, even as a cabbage 
Plant produces a single bead. But the 
pineapple does not die after fruiting 
once. Down on the stem below the 
fruit and among the long, narrow 
leavea a sucker appears. If allowed to 
temaln this will soon become the bead 
of the plant, and within another year 
it will yield another fruit. This process 
may go on for a term of yearr. In the 
meantime, howerer, other suckers will 
make thelr appearance. 

These are broken off, and when stuck 
into the ground they put out roots and 
become otber plauts, ‘Thus a single 
Pineapple plant may Prodnce a dozen 
or more others while it is yielding fruit 
from year to year,

Gbe Was m Mythical ola Freachwom- 

‘ an, @ Story Teller, 

The earllest dato at which Mother 
Goose, says the Dial, appears as the 
author Of children's stories Is 1097, 
when Charles Perrault, a distinguished 
French Utterateur, published in Paris 
& ttle book of tales which he had 
during (that and the preceding’ year 
contributed to a magazine known ag 
the Mecuecll, printed at The Hegue 
This book bas a frontispiece In which 
{a pletured an old woman telling sto- 
Hes to a family group by the Gre- 
side, while !n the background are the 
words JK large characters, “Contes de 
ma Mere l'Oye” (“Tales of My Mother 
Goose"), These ‘tales wero eight In 
Dumber, consisting ef, the following: 
“Little Red Riding Hood,” “The Sis- 
ters Who Dropped From Their Mouths 
Diamonds and Toads,” “Bluebeard,” 
“The Sleeping Beauty,” “Pues” In 
Boots,” “Cinderella,” “Iiquet With the 
Tuft" and “Tom Thumb,” or “Little 
Thumb” (Petit Poucet), aa ho ts here 
called. “Riquet With the Tuft"' Is the 
only one of the collection which sccmg 
hot to have maintained Its popularity 
fu English and American collections. 

It is thus clear that Mother Goose 
was of French extraction and of at 
least respectable antiquity. But thus 
far nothing has. been heard of her 
“Melodies.” She began her existence

PIANO EXPLAIMENTS. 


Playing by Sweeping the Strings 

5 With a Feather, 

Open wide your pinno so that the 
wires are eEposed. Over the grizes 
place sheets of music, and when you 
strike a tone you will Ord that it has 
% rattling sound. If now you play « 
tune In the saine mantier, with the 
shects of music still lyluz’on the 
strings, It will-sound as If ‘the lustro- 
ment were a baujé. Anyhow, it is a 
good Imitation. — 

Now remore“the music shects and 
press dows gently, but frely, ihe 
keys belonging to any cord. Take the 
simple cord , E, G, for example. 
Tho keys must be pressed down with. 
out souading them and held down 
while seme one gently bruxhes tho 
strings with a feather or a straw. The 
eect will be as If the cord were play- 
ed far away and is beard by you us 
very soft tones. 

Change the cord. always pressing 
down the keys without sounding them, 
while the feather atill sweep the 
Strings Ightly. In this way you may 
modulate or play n slow piece, and the 
efest will be very beautiful, indeed, ox 
If heard from a great distance. 

The reason ef this is that ordiparity 
a damper rects against each string, 
but when the corresponding key Is 
struck er proased down the damper ia 
ralsed. In sweeping the strings with 
the feather, Ngbtly, only the ‘strings 
that are undampered sound, the ethers 
betog held mute by the dampers, but 
If the touch of the feather ia too heavy 
even the other striugs may sound, so 
your care must be In making a tight 
and delicate touch. 

Now prese down a key gently end 
hola tt. Strike very bard the octave 
above this key, but do not hold it after 
striking the tone. When the wire of 
the tone struck bas been sufficiently 
dampered, so that it does not sound se 
loud, the pressed down key will be 
heard te “sing” clearly, even though 
it was met struck: This is because 
every cote struck is composed of sey- 
era] notes, belng In reality 2 cerd in 
Itself, and each note contained in that 
cord causes the corresponding note in 
the keyboard to ribrate, or “sing.” Jn 
rympathy If heid down in like man- 
her. 4 

The other notes that will sound under 
these conditions will always be the 
fifth above the octure, the second oc 
tave and the third and fifth above that, 
and these tones-that sound are called 
“overtones.”

Treatment of Shying 

Young horses which arc being, or 
have just been, broken in ure very 
Generally apt to shy more or seas 
at various objects and sights until 
ibey have become thoroughiy” jami- 
iiar with and‘ used to the road or 
rtreet. 

Nor is it in any way surprising that 
they should shy more or less fre. 
quently in these circumstances, Seve 
ing that they are’ unlamiliac : with 
many things they meet. Such netural 
Nervousness gradually but quickly 
wears off, as a rule, and the shying 





ceases. No ioportance need, there- 
fore, be attached to this forin of 
shying in a young horse, as it ia 


but natural and quite temporary in 
character only. 

There is, however, a right and a 
wrong way of treating ihis Rind of 
shying. The right way is to be gen. 
tie to the young animal when et 
shies, to allay its nervousness by 
speaking to it quictly. YI it will not 
pase an object or shows much fear 
0? it, the young horse should be coax. 
ea to it with petience, so that the 
aumal may bave the oyportuaity of 
Samiliatizsing itself with it and of 
smelling at it. Once having dune this, 
aud being convinecd that its fears

place, be asked, would it be fair to 
aek men who, like the city council- 
lors, give a large amount of their 
time, gratia, to the transaction of the 
city's Dusincas, to place themselves 
in a position wherein they are per- 
scnaliy liable for money, which may 
be recovered by process of law? In 
the second place, would it be {air to 
assume that the majority of our 
ratepayers, who have tho legal right 
to be beard by their votes on this 
question, would consider themselres 
fairly treated if tho matter were sup- 
posed te Le settled at a 30-called 
public mecting, such mectings, as a 
tule, a* our readers know, being no. 
toriously farcical on atcount of slim 
attendance und lack of interest ?

Te This Substance Is Due the Color 
ing of Plants, 

Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im- 
portant coloring substance in 
world, for upon this substance depend 
the characteristic activity of plants. the 
synthesis of complex compounds from 
carbon dioxide and water process, upon 
which the existence of ali living things 
fs’ ultimately conditioned. Only In a 
very fow unimportant forms derold of 
chlorophyll can the synthesis of co 
plex from simple compounds or from 
the elements. be accomplished. The 
function of chlorophyll may only be 
‘comprehended when its chief physical 
Properties are understood, These may 
be best fltustrated by placing a gram 
of chopped leaves of grass or geranium 
in a few cubic centimeters of strong 
alcoho! for an hour. ‘ 

Such a solation will be of a bright,

bim any request It was possible to 
grant.

‘Tben,’ said the pro- 
prictor, ‘tell blm he can have the chaise 
when be sends the money to pay for It 
and not till then.” ” Seward sald he 
was never in such a dilemma in all bis 
life. Le could not go back and tell that 
great man, whom he adored, that he 
could not have the chalse till he paid 
for it, And yet be must go back and 
tell him something. /But what could he 
tell bim? Finally, after much thought 
and study it occurred to him that be 
had a new chalse which he would offer 
to’ Webster and tell bim that the var 
nish on the one he had ordered was not 
yet bard and that it would be Hable to 
injure if taken out In the beat and dust 
of that public day. Webster met Sew- 
ard at the door when be returned, and 
before Webster coukd ask a question 
Seward was telling him the story be 
had invented on the way home, .Web- 
ster made no reply, but accepted Bew- 
ard's statement as true and rede in his 
chaise that day. — 

About a week later Webster came 
again and said to Seward, “I think the 
varnish on that chaise is bard now, 
and you msy go down and get it” 
Seward said: “With a heavy beart I 
harnessed a horse and went again to 
the shop. I knew I should not get the 
chaise, and J was not disappelnted. In 
the same manner J was asked the same 
question sn before. I could not invent 
another story that would be credible 
and waa therefore compelied to go 
back and telJ him the truth.” Webster 
was impatiently awaiting Seward’s re- 
turn, and when In hailing distance he 
called to Seward: “Where is the 
chaise? What Is the trouble?" Seward 
approached bim more closely and fa 
tones so Jow that no one could over- 
bear him replied, “He told me to tell 
you that you could bare the chalse 
when you sent the money to pay for it 
and not before.” Webster stood silent 
an instant and then with volce trem- 
bing with emotion exclaimed, “My 
God, Joshua, did he say that?” and 
sank Into@ nearby chair and cried as 
would a dceply aggrieved*child of six 
summers, 

It is well known that Webster would 
incur debt, apparently with no thought 
that there were tywo partica to a con- 
tract, a creditor and a debtor, and 
that their moral obligations were co- 
equal, Consequently bis creditors so 
multiplied and bis indebtedness so in 
creased as to Interfere with his po- 
litica! plans, If not? Indeed, threaten his 
political future. At ‘this “time bis 
friends came to'bls ald and, it ls said, 
raised the sum’ of $10,009 to cancel bis’ 
Indebtedness and relieve bim from the 
furtber annoyance and, pressure of his 
creditors. When we reallze that $40,- 
000 was « larger sum to raise then for 
any. purpose’ than would be $200,000 
today we have some measure of ‘the 
adnilration and the Joyalty of ‘his

bute from an empire extending trom 
the upper waters of the Euphrates tv 
the fourth cataract of the Nile H+ 
was the greatest conqueror among the 
Pharaohs and the greatest military gen- 
lua in his history of Egypt. 

It was with the rich booty that 
Thothmes IML. obtained that he embel- 
ished ths temples of Egypt in a man- 
her unequaled by any of his predeces- 
sors, though they had all been great 
bullders.

When nearly dis- 
solved add three ounces of the best 
accy Iac in rough powder: Let this 
stand until the Jac fs all dissolved, 
shaking it frequently, If the color Is to 
be a bright yellow, use less annotto; If 
a deep orange, use more. Put the mix- 
ture on while warm. Apply with, a 
brush as one would use paint. The 
number of coats depends entirely upon 
the article and the purpose for which 
{€ is used. For blue lacquer add prus- 
slan or aniline blue to white lac 
varnish made very thin. In {making 
lacquer take great care not to use too 
much seed lac, o8 the mixture Is Ukely 
to dry unevenly or In streaks,

Oh, the visions of youth! How im- 
portant they are for the development 
of the child. In the book of Proverts 
We read, “Where there Is no vision the 
people perish.” That meana when the 
People have no ideals hovering before 
them, where the sculptor cannot see a 
More perfect statue in dim outline 
standing beside the stone he has chis- 
eled, and the musician cannot hear 2 
sweeter song than that which he has 
composed, and the reformer cannot see 
& more perfect Utopla than that in 
which he lives, then the development 
of those people Is retrograding instead 
of advancing, involuting instead of evo- 
Juting. ‘But, my friends, if ft Is essen- 


















tal for the developed man to have 
perf visions ever before him, how 
much nore Important is it for the un- 
devel child to have visions before 
him! ese visions, when they come 


“from God, are not like the unaccount- 
able mirages of the desert or Ilke alr 
castles builded in the sandy wastes. 
They are rational visions builded - by 
the angel of hope naying to the child: 
“Boy, girl, with thy physicat abd mep- 
tal and spiritual nature God bids thee 
to reach gut to accomplish these things 
which thou now seest. Look up, look 
out, look on.” Frances Hodgson Bur- 
nett, looking Into. the dim past and 
writing. the history of her girlhood days 
In that fascinating book “called “The 
One I knew Best of All,” ts not sceing 
& more realistic character,than do some 
children when they look into the dim 
future and by reason of thelr physical 
and mental and spiritual tendencies pic- 
lure themselves as some day being law- 
¥ers or doctors or ministers or mer- 
chants or bankers or inventors or musl- 
clans or statesmen or poets or sopgwers 
or reformers, These children by such 
visions hear the call for future work. 
They.hear it 90 clearly and distinctly 
that In thelr minds there ts no doudt 
&s to that call coming direct from the 
throne of God, . 

~. But we must not stop here in the dls- 
cussion of this mighty theme. It: ig 
very important to have tho: visions. of 
youth, but it ls Just as Important to 
have the child developed aright after 
those first visions have come and gone. 
These. first visions of childhood always 
seems to me like tho little green shoots 
which spring. up out af the srouee 
Care for them.

WOMAN'S AIR TRAVELS. 


The First to Cross the English Channel 
tne Balloon. 

The honor, of being the first woman 
to:cross the English” channe! in a bal- 
loon belongs to Mrz. Griffith Brewer, the 
‘wife of m member of the Aero Club, 
























desirous of making the Journey, and 
one recent Tuesday morning Percival 
Spencer telegraphed to her that the 
wind was in the right direction for the 
trip xhould she care to gu. She replied 
in the affirmative, and arriving in 
London soon after ‘noon, proceeded to 
the Wandsworth and Putney Gas 
works, where a balloon was being In- 
fated. ‘ 

The start was made at 3.15, the bal- 
loonists including Mrs. Brewer, Percival 
Spencer and Frank Butler. The bal- 
Joon, "which was of a capacity of 45,000 
cuble feet, rose to a helght of 2,000 
fect, and soon attained a speed of 30 
Mites an hour. 

In just over an hour the coastline at 
Dengeness was visible, and photo- 
gtapha were taken of the view below. 
~ In crossing the channel the equill- 
Drium of the balloon was so well main- 
talned that the voyagers were able to 
enjoy a meal, consisting of sausage 
rolix, cake and champagne. As tho 
strange meal was finished, the cross- 
channel steamer Onward, with pas- 
#engers for Boulogne, who left London 
at 2.20, was aslghted below, and the 
.Tace between the balloon and the tur- 
bine boat for the French shore afforded 
considerable excitement to the aero- 
nauts. 


The balloon crossed the French 
coast a few miles south pf Boulogne 
at 5.30, five minutes beforg the steamer 


‘entered Boulogne harbor.‘ At one point 
on the journey the balloon reached an 
altitude of 7,000 feet and xnow began to 
fall, the. thermometer dropping below 
freezing point, 

As darkness was coming on t 
aeronauts decided to descend soon after 
passing the French coast, The valves 
were opened and the balloon finally 
camo to rest In a fleld at, Samer, 20 
miles from Boulogne, after bounding 
through a grove of poplar trees. 

The balloonists caught the night mali 
from Calais and arrived tn London at 
5.30 the next morning. 

Mra. Brewer was somewhat fatigued. 
but otherwise suffered no Ill-effecta 
from her adventurous voyage.
